W it It his wife and some of 1 1 is eliildren, 
lie liad just spent two Weeks at the 
Seminole, in Winter Park.. It had been 
a delightful reunion with his sister, 
Mrs..1. K. Ainsworth, hishrother, llev. 
K. P. Hooker, and his cousin. Deacon 
tiriswold, and their families. It was 
not known to his relatives here that 
I he disease was upon him. Mr. Hooker 
was fifty-seven years old. He was 
horn in Pon.ltney, Vt., fitted for col¬ 
lege at Cast let on Seminary, Cast let on. 
Yt., and graduated from Middlebnry 
College. Vt. in 1 Had. After urn dualion 
he t aught a few mont hs in t he Academy 

at Shorehatn, Yt. He taught the two

years follow inn at Lagrange; <ia. After 
his return from the South, hi* studied 
law with prominent lawyers at Middle* 
httry, Vt. for two years, and then 
removed to Milwaukee, W'is., where he 
entered upon the practice of his pro¬ 
fession, and won an honorable place 
in it. He was early appointed City 
Attorney, and has held the office of 
Mayor of t lie city. For several years 
he has been the attorney of the North- 
Western Life Insurance Company. 

Mr. Hooker has been twice married. 
His lirst wife was Sarah P. Harris, the 
daughter of Dr. Harris.of Middlebnry. 
Vt. His second wife, whosnrvives him. 
is the da lighter of Kev. Dr. Ashley, ot 
Milwaukee, W'is. He has left six chil¬ 
dren, three sons and three daughters. 

Mr. Hooker was a prominent mem¬ 
ber of St. Paul's Episcopal church, in 
Milwaukee. Hewasa man universally 
respected, and deeply loved by the cir¬ 
cle that knew him well, lie was emi¬ 
nently wise in counsel, and the friend 
ot works for the public good and the 
cause of humanity. 


Porriological Progress. 

Edmund II. Hart, of Federal Point, 
Chairman of the State Fruit Commit¬ 
tee of Florida,-for the American Pom* 
ologieul Society, makes the following 
report on the condition an I outlook 
of the fruit interests of this State, as 
published in tie' proceedings of the 
Twenty-First biennial session of the 
American Pomologies I Society held hi 
Itoston during September last, and 
which has just been received from I lie 
hands ot t lie printVr 

Since your last session, there is per¬ 
haps no State in which fruit culture 
has inadegreater progress t ban in Flor 
Ida; and, enigmatical as it may seem, 
this condition of things Inis been 
brought about, in a great measure, by 
a disaster t hat, at t he t iuie, t hreatened 
to wipe out entirely the most exten¬ 
sive and important of our industries, 
the growing of citrus fruits. On the 
!»t h of January, I HHH, t here drove up¬ 
on ns « cold wine from life ice fields of 
the Northwest, of such intensity as to 
wrap in a mantle of shmv even the 
semi-tropical portions of the Inion. 
The dwellers of Manatee, far down 
towards the extremity of our peninsu¬ 
la, where the like had not been seen 
before by any living person, were as 
tonislied at daybreak to find the roofs 
of their houses whitened by this Arc¬ 
tic blanket.. Crave apprehensions of 
t he killing t o t lie ground of all citrus 
trees were most fortunately not realiz¬ 
ed, for being in a dormant state from 
previous cold weather, the injury was 
mostly routined to the partial loss of 
some of their to-ps, and at this period 
of writing they have nearly or quite 
recovered their former dimensions. 
I demons and limes, which are more ten¬ 
der than the orange, suffered the most ; 
in many cases being cut to (In-ground. 

'Phe succeeding crop of oranges was 
estimated, by the most competent 
judges, as likely to reach 700,000 
boxes, but, to thesurpriseofall,about 
a million and a half were sent to mar¬ 
ket . 

One notable -effect of the freeze how¬ 


ever, is manifest,-especially in 11 older 

portions of the State, in the increased 
attention paid to general farmimg, 
and the raising of fruits other than the 
orange. The Kelsey and other Japan 
plums have been tried and found to 
succeed beyond our most sanguine ex¬ 
pectations. The Kelsey.in particular, 
has exhibited astonishing vigor of 
growth, productiveness and size of 
fruit. Specimens from districts where 
the orange llourishes in perfect ion ha ve 
attained proport ions and coloring sur- 
passing thosegrown ina more northern 
latitude, which indicnl«*an special pref¬ 
erence for, and an adaptability to. a 
troptcal climate, and places it m the 
same position with respect to plums 
that the I'een to holds among peaches. 
It has already created a sensation. 

Tlve Le Conte pear grows and has 
fruited well in the heart of the orange 
count ry. 'Phe same may he said of t lie 
l'ccti-t o and Honey peaches, and seed¬ 
lings raised Irom them. Someof these 
are an improvement on their parents, 
and open up a prospect for the devel¬ 
opment of a sturdy and numerous 
race of tropical peaches. 

Extensive orchards of the fruits 
above meiitioned are being planted in 
all but the still undeveloped lowerpor¬ 
tion of the Stale. Many varieties of 
foreign and Northern grapes are also 
being tried with increasedprospect for 
success, and a very satisfactory begin¬ 
ning has been made in the manufac¬ 
ture of wine, vvliielt?-it is thought by 
competent judges, can'tie produced as 
cheaply and of as good quality as in 
the famous wine-growing districts of 
France, when our cultivators have 
attained the requisite experience and 
skill. 

The Japan persimmon succeeds so 
admirably upon stocks of our native 
diospyros, which spring up abundant¬ 
ly everywhere, that some have been 
encouraged to plant extensive orchards 
of t bis delicious and attractive fruit. 
'Phe most serious drawback to its cul¬ 
tivation arises from the ravages of 
birds upon the manuring crops. 

From a small beginning, t lie cult iva- 
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lion of strawberries linn, in tin* last 
t wo or t liree years, expanded to such 
proportions iih to outweigh in .impor¬ 
tance ill some communities nil othrr 
branches ot horticulture.

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Zebu blood In the Southern 
States. 

Home time "hefo tie vvnli" then 1 were 
several importations of the humped 
rattle of India, Zebus, introduced and 
considerably disseminated t hroughout 
the cot ton belt. They Were reputed to 
he proof against t heTcxasfever, which 
prevails throughout that entire 
region, and it was .said that innminity 
from this disease descended with the 
hloo.d tot la* t hird or fonrt h general ion. 
tirades of the first cross nearly, or 
quite, lost t he hump, hut retained tlie 
slah sides, loan swinging walk, lopping 
carp, and more or less of the peculiar 
mouse color, together wit li thoiraitiv- 
it y, fondness for yet t inn t heir living in 
swamps upon sedges, young canes and 
coarse grasses. We were familiar with 
t hem short|y after the war, when t 'ol. 
.Peters, of At laid a. < ia., had cpiife a 
herd. He valued t hem for t heir hardi¬ 
ness, freedom from disease and easy 
keeping qualities. 

Recently we have seen letters from 
Florida which represent the cows with 
more or less Zebu Idood as decidedly 
t he hardiest, lit fie liable t o Texas fever, 
yet hot free ft mil danger from that 
source, as living upon the coarsest 
herbage, keeping in fair condition, and 
giving considerably more milk than 
other rows. These are important 
facts, and considering the neglect and 
poor tare t liese cows "enjoy,” wet (link 
they do remarkably well when they 
give six quarts of milk a day, as many 
of them do. '(food feeding' would kill 
them, unless gradually brought "lip to 
'it, Imt with two quarts of eormneal 
and six of bran, we have no doubt 
some twelve-quart milkers would he 
deveIoped.— American Dairy Hutu. 

An Alachua county farmer says t hat 
he raised about thirty-five bushels of 
rice per acre on high, dry pine land, 
where wells were from twenty-five to 
fifty feet deep. Savannah rice mills 
reported it first-class,commanding the 
highest market price. His greatest 
trouble was birds, which he will obvi¬ 
ate by planting later this year (after 
his vegetables come off). He planted 
in rows from three to three and one- 
half feet apart, and is satisfied that 
by putting the rows one and one-half 
to t wrt feet apart and a little thicker 
in the drill fifty bushels can fie raised 
t o t he acre .—Florida Dispa tch
